Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer image file entitled pissing Undo hottiepiss 1 jpg is classified as objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a computer image file comprising a colour photographic image of a nude 
woman. The image is focused on the woman's genitals while she is urinating towards the camera. 
The image has been considered in terms of s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 as to whether it promotes or supports or tends to promote and support the 
use of urine in association with sexual conduct. While the image shows a naked women urinating, 
the urine is not "used" in the sense of accomplishing something, nor is it associated with sexual 
conduct because no sexual conduct is unambiguously depicted in the image. The image cannot 
therefore fairly be said to promote, support, or tend to support, the activity listed in s3(2)(d). The 
unrestricted availability of this publication would, however, be injurious to the public good given 
the manner in which it deals with matters of sex. Weighting has been given to the explicit nature of 
the image, which is designed for the sexual arousal of adults, could be disturbing to children and 
younger viewers, and which could have a harmful effect on the formation of their sexual attitudes 
and behaviour. Likelihood of injury to the public good is avoided by restricting this publication to 
audiences that have attained the age of 18 years. 

An age restriction of 18 years will interfere with the freedom of expression as set out in Section 14 
of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This limitation is demonstrably justified, however, 
given the likely injury to the public good from the publication's potential to adversely affect 
children and young persons. 
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
